Asparagus  freshly  cut  and  immediately  served  is  one  of  the  most  delicate,  whole- 
some, and  appetizing  products  of  the  home  garden.

Asparagus  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  vegetables  for  canning,  because  the  canned  product  retains  the  quality 
of  the  fresh  shoots. 

If  white  asparagus  is  desired  it  is  necessary  to  cut  the  shoots  just  as  they  force 
their  way  through  the  surface  of  the  soil,  as  they  become  green  on  exposure  to 
the  air.  In  harvesting,  white  shoots  are  cut  several  inches  below  the  surface 
of  the  soil.  For  green  asparagus  the  shoots  are  cut  a little  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground. 

For  the  very  highest  quality,  asparagus  should  be  cooked  within  a few  hours 
after  being  cut;  but  this,  of  course,  is  impossible  except  where  it  is  produced  at 
home. 

The  length  of  time  an  a.sparagus  plantation  4\t11  produce  profitable  yields 
depends  upon  the  treatment  it  receives.  A well-established  bed  which  receives 
good  cultivation  and  fertilization  each  year  should  produce  profitable  crops  for 
15  to  20  years.

To  make  an  asparagus  bed.  prepare  a place  of  fine,  loamy  soil,  to  which  has  been 
added  a liberal  dressing  of  rich  manure.  Set  in  rows  eighteen  inches  apart,  with  the 
plants  twelve  inches  apart  in  the  rows.  Make  a small  mound  of  the  soil,  over  which 
the  roots  should  be  spread,  then  cover  the  plants  with  about  three  inches  of  soil.  I n 
the  fall  the  whole  bed  should  be  covered  before  winter  sets  in,  with  two  or  three 
inches  of  coarse  stable  manure,  which  may  be  lightly  forked  in  between  tbe  rows 
as  soon  as  the  ground  softens  in  the  Spring.
